SOUTH DAKOTA'S ORDIXAKCE. 


As the Chicago Times article on the 


Huron convention is exciting universal 
comment, a republication of it at this 
time may prove interesting. 
It is as fol- 


lows: 


From Dakota the Times has received a printed 


composition which is styled "an ordinance pro- 
viding for a constitutional convention and the 
formation of a state constitution, preparatory to 
the admission of Dakota into the Union." 


An ordinance is "a rule cf action established 


by authority." 
The Dakota composition ia not 


s rule of action, or anything else, established 
by authority. It is not an ordinance in any 
ordinary or possible meaning of that term. It 
ia simply a prominciamiento, issued by an un- 
authorized, extra-legal, and mere perfunctory 
gathering of pronunciados at the village of 
Huron. 


The skid pronunciados, having full power to 


resolve anything and to perform nothing, began, 
like the assembly of tbe three tailors in Tooley 
street, by resolving that they were the people of 
Dakota, or half of the people of Dakota, at 
least, (there being four hundred of them). 
Next, they proceeded] to "thunder in the index" 
through a list of no less 
than seventeen 


"whereases." Then they wrote: ''Be it resolved 
and ordained by the people of Dakota"—that is 
o say, by tbe four hundred perfunctory pro- 
nnnciados. 


When pronuDciamientos were fashionable in 


Mexico, they were chiefly remarkable for the 
prodigious quantity of bombast the writers 
contrived to put into them. 
The Huron pro- 


nnnciamiento is quite up to this character of 
the Mexican pronunciamiento. 
To one unac- 


quainted with the pronnnciamiento style of 
literature, the tremendous words used by the 
Huron pronunciados might eeem alarming. 
But they are not. They are only manifestations 
of an effort of the ptonnnciados to find words 
•corresponding to their own estimate of the big- 
ness of their ideas. When, for example, they 
affirmed that "by virtue of their constitutional 
rights and the inviolable and solemn guarantees 
of treaties, and the compacts of the ordinance 
oE 1787. and the wiU of the people" (meaning 
themselves), they "ARE A STATE," in big cap- 
ital letters, the real meaning was that they were 
in a state sometimes called the state of having 
the big-head. 


TBe pomposity of their seventeen "whereases" 


is relieved, slightly by the absurdity of some of 
them. The following, for instance, contains as 
good an example of the sort of composition 
called anti-climaa as can be found in the latest 
edition of "Joe Miller:" 


"Whereas, It has been solemnly and authori- 


tatively determined by tho courts, by the prece- 
dents of thirteen states, by the sanction and 
Affirmation of congress, and by the approval of 
the presidents, from Washington down, that the 
people o£ a territory, wh^ qualified for state 
g vernment, have the right in their primary and 
sovereign capacity, without authorization of 
congress, or of any ether power than their own, 
to proceed to form their state constitution and 
state government, and apply for admission into 
tbe Union." 


Not reminding tbe Huron pronnnciados that 


Dakota is not out of this country, never has 
been out of it since tbe Louisiana purchase, and 
is not likely to get out of it for some years to 
come, it may be suggested that it hardly needed 
any "solemn and authoritative determination' 
by any eonrt, by any president, by any sanction 
and affirmation of congress, or by any approval 
of any president, to make it appear tolerably 
plain that any number of people, whether four 
hundred or four million, or four, ha\* the right, 
-also the liberty, without authorization of con- 
gress, or any other power than their own," to 
proceed to prepare any form of document, to 
style it a "constitution," "ordinance," or by any 
other name that sounds bit;, and to "apply for' 
authority to organize themselves upon it. 
It 


was once "solemnly decided" by a Chicago court 
that there is no law of this country to prevent a 
mad from making a fool of himself; but the 
decision was not necessary to establish his right 
to do so. There never has been any law of this 
c onntry to prevent any man, or lot of men, 
from applying to congress fdr authority to do 
anyjthing they might wish tojdo. 
Every one of 


the Dakota pronnnciados, singly or collectively, 
may apply to congress for authority to sea up as 
a state, as a church, as a town site, or as any 
oth er kind of a corporation he wonld prefer to 
bs. 
But whether congress wonld grant him the 


antho ntj he has the "God-given" tight to apply 
•for , is another question. 


As respects the resounding application of the 


Huron pronnnciados for authority to Bet up a 
new form of provincial organization in Dakota 
there is not the smallest grain of probabilit3r 


that congr«-6s will grant it. Wherefore, the four 


hundred perfunctory "ordinance" manufactur- 
ers, who vow and declare they "ABE A STATE," 


Uo but waste their breath in modulating such 
trem end OUB words.

FOLLOWING is the decision of Post- 


master General Gresham in the Louisi 
ana lottery case; I have carefully con- 
sidered Postmaster General Key's order 
touching money orders and registered 
letters, the character which he specifical- 
ly describes. In view of stjbsequent ac- 
tion of the department and the conflict- 
ing views to which it has given rise, I 
have deemed it my duty to give the fol- 
lowing ruling: 
The postmaster here 


quotes the order of Key's to the post- 
master of New Orleans forbidding the 
paymentjafffJostal orders drawn to the 
order #f Dauphin, and directing the re- 
turn 0fall registered letters sent to the'' 
same\address, and continues as follows: 
There can be no doubt that this order 
was clearly justified by provisions of sec- 
tions 8,929 and 4,041, revised statutes. It 
expressly recites that the evidence which 
authorized the postmaster general to act 
in the premises was satisfactory to bin}. 
His action was therefore conclusive up- 
on his subordinates land other depart- 
ments of the government so long as the 
statutes remained inNForce. The only 
question in connection with it which 
could be judiciously examined relates to 
the power of congress to confer upon him 
the authority under which lie acted. 
The doctrine is now settled that the 
courts will not interfere by mandamus or 
injunction with an executive Department 
in the discharge of its duties, unless they 
are of,a character purely ministerial and 
involve no exercise of discretion or judg- 
ment. The second, Nov. 12,1879, order 
would, at the option of complaint, have 
the effect of an absolute revocation of the 
preceding order, while a mere suspension 
of it was obviously intended. There is 
no difference between perpetual suspen- 
sion and revocation. The controlling, 
indeed the only question in the case was 
the constitutional power of congress to 
enact a statute upon that question. I 
have no doubt the supreme court affirmed 
the constitutionality of the act which de- 
clared no letter or circular concerning 
lotteries or so-called gift concerns, or 
other similar enterprises, offering prizes, 
shall be carried in the mail. , In view of 
this decision that the constitutionality of 
the act is applicable to this1 case cannot 
be seriously questioned. I have confined 
myself to matters as, they appear from 
the records of the department. Some- 
thing was stated by counsel representing 
parties in injerest as to verbal agreements 
or understandings, but I have not felt at 
liberty to consider any other facts than 
such as the department records establish. 
The first order will be therefore executed 
as if the second had not been entered.

At all inde- 
pendent Western Union offices which may be 
required to keep open all div Sunday nine 
boors actual service in the day, six days in the 
week, and seven hours actual service at night, 
seven nights in the week will constitute a day's 
work. All service in excess of the above 
named hours, including Sunday- will be re- 
garded as extra and be paid for at regular salary 
on a basis of seven hours to a day. The above 
order was issued today "and is interpreted by 
some of the operators as having been forced 
from the company, by the faut that the broth- 
erhood of telegraphers had; demanded certain 
concessions and threatened a general strike un- 
less their demands were at orice complied with. 
The officers of the company state that no de- 
mands have been made upon thhm of the 
kind indicated, and that it waa necessary to 
issue the present order now because its opera- 
tion effects the accounts of the company for 
the current month. It was intended to have the 
new rules take effect at the beginning of the 
company's fiscal year, July 1, but the printing 
of the rules have been delayed unavoidably im- 
til this time.

the locomotive almost failed to pierce it The 
small portion of tho desert which was exposed 
by the engine's lights only served to discour- 
age the travelers. The track was lost under 
the billows of sand ihat were being tossed 
across the rails by the angry storm. The 
desert moved like a sea, imd when the waves 
of sand struck the shivering sides of the train 
they scattered like spray and filled the air 
with a dust which made free breathing impos- 
sible.

The non-increase of the population in France 


IB a startling fact to any student of social 
science. A report recently made to the presi- 
dent by the minister of the interior touching 
the census of the republic shows that the 
population in the fifty years from 1831 to 1881 
has increased only 5,102,823, the population, iu 
1831 having been 82,569,22a 
Boring that 


period the population of Great Britain has in- 
creased 18,000,000. In five years ending in 
1880 Germany has irnwased almost as much 
as France in fifty ywms. 
The yearly in- 


crease iu the various countries is tabu- 
lated as follows: Fra^or (average for last 
fifty years), 95,039; Great Britain (average 
for last five years), 340.118 \ Germany (average 
for last five years), 41)3,360; United States of 
America (average for last ten years), 1,155,440. 
When these figures are submitted to analysis 
it appears still •worse for France. If the yearlv 
Increase of 10,000 of the inhabitants be prop- 
erly calculated we have the following results: 
Average increase for every 10,000 inhabitants — 
France, 26: Great Britain, 101: Germany, 115; 
United States, 260. These figures mean that 
for every 10,000 inhabitants to France there 


ll exist but 10,036 at the end of one year, 


while in the United States the increase 
for the same period will be to 10,260.

alleged— an excessive death rate, small propor- 
tion of marriages to the population, or the 
sterility of the marriages. The death rate is 
not an excessive one; on the other] hand it is.

The proportion of marriages is not small, 
consequently there can be no other cause 
than the small number of children as the re- 
sult of marriage.. The average number Of 
children to each marriage is -smaller in 
France, indeed, than in any other country in 
the world. Commenting upon these signs of 
national degeneracy, as furnished by the 
official census tables, The London Times says: 


••Before fifty years are over France will, at

powers. If we suppose that the population of 
the United States and of the various countries 
of Europe are decimated by no wars or excep- 
tional maladies, and stdl preserve their present 
frontiers, and go on increasing at the presenl 
rate of increase, their populations will by tile 
Tear 1933, a time which our children will sea, 
be as f ollows : United States, 190,000,000 ; Bus-

tion, having the largest population in Europe, 
will be bat the sixth in rank in point of num- 
bers." 


ENGLISH DEMOCRACY, 


Signs Pointing to an Impending Re- 


public. 


Phe Ominous Discontent of the I»ower

Classes.

There is in; England a .democratic revolt 


other than that oir the Liberal party, or even 
ta radical wing, though I found it to be the 
•tiff old toryl belief that Gladstone, Djilke, 
Chamberlain & Go. are tearing down the fences 
of the order of things as quickly and violently 
as opportunity wjill permit; that the .assurance 
of universal suf rage, the interference witb 
property rights in land, the assaults upon 
vested privileges, the menaces against the an- 
cient church, the impending advent of iron- 
shod reforms, and the advancing supremacy 
of the commonalty, with all the threatening tur- 
moil of the times, are bringing about changes 
than which the spirit of destructionism itself 
could suggest nothing more deplorable. I 
*nyaeif hold the high old tory opinion that 
there is danger to the ancient English domicile 
from these governing radicals, just as I hold 
the liberal opinion that the danger would be 
hastened by the ascendency of high old tory- 
ism: and, in truth, I was broughi; to the fore- 
cast that rum is about to overtake IK :• a few of 
thOjCloud-capped towers and smoking altara of 
England, and that, whatever be the course of 
the light-fingered gentry of toryism or whig- 
jjery, the day of judgment and of doom for 
them is at hand. I do not in any way underrate 
the work that of I late years has been, done, or 
that is projected, by the advanced and advanc- 
ing leaders of liberalism, nor am I unaware of 
the prospect—well, it is hajqr—that lies beyond 
the headland of to-day. Every man can take 
his own view there. 


But another^anu far more formidable demo- 


cratic revolt than that of ministerial radical- 
ism is in preparation among the English—one 
that is in moral affiliation with tho democratic 
energy of continental Europe—one that stand* 
on the old rocks of right at the foundation of 
the world, and is to grapple with the abomina- 
tion of desolation now enthroned over Eng- 
land, as kingcraft, nobility, monopoly »nd 
whatnot Doubt not that 


True enough, this thing is not yen flagrant 


nor are its signs obtruded. 
But it may be more or less discerned in the 
democratic "feUej-ation, in sundry recent move- 
men IB of trade unionism, in the vast growth of 
workingmen's clubs and tho nature and apiri! 
of their strain, iu the numerous Sunday con- 
venticles of London for democratic debate, in 
several weekly sheets put out on _Sunday, in 
the new outbreak of the land question, and in 
the -turning up of able young democratic lead- 
ers for the Ruppressed masses. He who has 
the means of looking into these things closely 
and understandingly will not fail to apprehenc 
their bearing. Time will tell it plainly, I guess 
before this century is at an end, and the 
time may easily be hastened by circumstances 
brought about by blind 
leaders of the 
blind. I was taken one Sunday to a conven- 
ticle of London democrats in Soho—not open 
as many others of the kind held tha 
day were not open, to the general public. Th< 
audience was wholly English, and tha eight 01 
ten speakers were all ordinary Englishmen. 
They had strong heads, full of hard sense 
they spoke clearly, knew what they were driv 
ing at, and seemed to have no less pluck than 
inien; they differed in many way

cal machinery that it is sure to run * according 
to his system for an indefinite period. To ray 
revolutionary democratic friend, toryism and 
liberalism are but two names for the one aris- 
tocratic and plutocratic system that is respon- 
sible for the squalor and shame.of the English 
millions, for the jobbery in parliament and the 
public service, and for the regnant cormor- 
ancy that i& despooling the country's substance. 
He holds that the democratic revolution may 
be precipitated in ways not to be foreseen. 
"Let England, for example, bo plunged into 
war witn Russia. Jingo might keep her up 
through several campaigns; but should her 
strength be severely tried in a long war, 
and her East Indic.it empire be torn from 
her grasp; should

distress and tin-moil as followed her last two 
long wars, and which almost sent her to pot

shall seize it to break the grip o'f the domestic 
tyrant npon tho thioat ot the devastated 
masses." It may seem strange to find English- 
men who talk thus: but I guess there ara 
tens of thousands of them in London itpe'f. The 
democratic revolt there has grown rapidly and 
deeply during the past few years, and it is now 
stimulated by forces generated from all the ele- 
ments. » 
In Oxford street, Begent street, the Strand, 


and other shopping«qiiartere of London, where 
it is always flood tide, one is struck by the in- 
dications of the supcra bounding vitality of the 
perambulating millions. The lifefulness of 
these London people flows strongly from the 
fresh springs of nature, %a which there is per- 
petual regeneration of mankind. 
But in the 


dominions of squalor also, and eyeq in quar- 
ters like the Seven Dials, you notice the strong 
substance of the eqnalid masses and the 
strength of their being. 
They have the 
primitive stuff] in them, the rough rabble, 
after all these ages of .hell; the power 
of defiance and resistance" is not yet gone 
out of them; and, on tho whole, you had 
better look out when among them, if yon can't 
behave. Things are not yet desperate, then, 
even here; for, while there is mettle there is 
hope. In those manufacturing towns of Eng- 
land, of Which I saw something, it was differ-

The factory hands of Birmingham and 


Manchester had lost their souls, and had but 
little of their pluck left; their bodies were 
etiolated, their bones withered. Man could not 
be more abject, life more desolate, the outlook 
more gloomy, or the anguish of the struggle 
for food under the iron law of wages more in- 
tense or destructive. Nothing so cheerless did 
I happen to see anywhere in London. The no- 
tion of democratic revolt seems far enough 
away from theee dingy factories; but who can 
measure the resurgency of the world under tho 
spell of tho skids?

Judge J. E. West, of Yankton, arrived in the

A bill was passed at the^liwt session of 
the territorial legislature providing for the ap- 
pointment of three wheat inspectors, whose 
duty it is to examine into the matter of wheat 
grading, transportation, etc, and ostablish as 
nearly as possible a uniform grade for the gov- 
ernment of transactions in Dakota. In accord- 
ance with the provisions of the bill Messrs. B. E. 
Fleming, of F-irgo, John Fadden, of Grand 
Forks and J. E. West, of Yankton, were ap- 
pointed as such inspectors. At the first regular 
meeting of the commission in Fargo on Thurs- 
day, Mr. Fleming was elected president, Mr. 
Paxtpn, of Fargut secretary, and Mr. West was 
appointed a committee of one to vinit Bismarck 
and vicinity.

or 17 years old, earns $1,000 a year by the 
time he is 21.

I'm 
speaking of boys who have good chances in 
the large wholesale houses. Most of the boys 
are secured in answer to advertisement, and 
not one in five of them grow up with the firm 
that first employs them. As soon as they 
begin work the process of selection begins. 
They have to work very hard, and there are 
scores of things every week that test their 
stamina> patience, cheerfulness, good breeding 
and politeness* There is no royal road to suc- 
cess in mercantile life. Half tho great mer- 
chants in this city began at the bottom of the 
ladder, and they have worked harder than any 
man they ever emoloyed. The bov who comes 
here thinking that he will quit if he is not pro- 
moted after he has carried bundles for six 
months is soon found out 
He hasn't the 


qualities we require, and he is soon dropped. 
Ihe ]&d that we appreciate, and that Bomerday 
will make us a man we won't willingly part 
with, is the lad that will do every day's work 
as faithfully as he knows how, and be an er- 
rand boy for two years without a murmur if 
we require him to. The fact is that the large 
houses promote boys of character and effi- 
ciency just as fast as they can make places for 
them, and they are glad to do it, for they are 
the sort that are wanted in the' ic?"t respon- 
sible positions just as fast as there is room 
for them and they are fitted to occupy them. 
But the boys who exhaust their whole stock of 
patience and faithfulness on the bottom round 
of the ladder can go. ^Te have no use for 
them."
